“  Hospital  Act.” 


May  16th,  1947. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  36 
of  the  “  Hospital  Act,”  being  chapter  121 
of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia, 
1936,”  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  rescind  section  4 
of  the  regulations  as  they  appear  at  page  2033 
of  The  British  Columbia  Gazette  of  November 
25th,  1937,  and  substitute  therefor: — 

“4.  No  patient  shall  be  discharged  from  hos¬ 
pital  except  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Manage¬ 
ment  or  of  some  person  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Management  for  that  purpose,  and 
except  as  hereinafter  provided  no  discharge 
order  shall  be  issued  without  notice  from  the 
attending  physician  that  the  patient  is  fit  for 
discharge.  In  the  case  of  any  patient  the  Board 
of  Management  or  the  Chief  Executive  may 
require  the  attending  physician  to  submit  at 
any  time  a  written  statement  as  to  whether 
the  patient  is  fit  for  discharge,  and,  in  the 
event  of  the  opinion  of  the  attending  physician 
being  that  the  patient  is  not  fit  for  discharge, 
the  statement  shall  contain  the  reasons  of  the 
attending  physician  for  considering  that  such 
patient  should  remain  longer  in  hospital.  If, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
such  report  and  the  medical  record  of  the 
patient  do  not  show  that  he  requires  to  remain 
longer  in  hospital,  the  Board  of  Management 
may  discharge  such  patient.  In  the  case  of 
any  patient  who  desires  to  leave  a  hospital 
against  the  advice  of  his  attending  physician, 
this  fact  shall  be  stated  on  the  discharge  order 
made  out  for  such  patient.  All  medical  reports 
relating  to  the  discharge  of  any  patient  shall 
be  added  to  the  medical  record  of  the  patient. 
Discharge  from  the  hospital  by  the  Board  of 
Management  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  he  solely  withdrawal  of  the  privilege 
of  further  residence  within  the  hospital,  and 
shall  not  be,  and  shall  not  be  construed  to  be, 
discharge  from  medical  care.”

And  whereas  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  by  Order  in  Council  made  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  said  Act  been  pleased  to  order 
that  the  tract  of  land  hereinafter  described 
and  the  owners  thereof  be  incorporated  into 
an  improvement  district  under  the  said  Act 
and  has  made  further  provision  to  the  tenor 
and  effect  hereinafter  appearing: 

Now  know  ye  that  by  these  presents  We  do 
hereby  order  and  proclaim: — 

1.  The  tract  of  land  in  Kootenay  District 
and  Nelson  Land  Registration  District  com¬ 
prising  Lots  337,  7618,  and  7619;  the  East 
Half  of  the  South  Half  of  Lot  7621;  the  South 
Half  of  Lot  7880;  Blocks  D,  E,  F,  G,  S,  and 
T  of  Lot  7077,  Registered  Plan  1003;  Lot  192, 
except  Blocks  13,  14,  15,  and  16,  Registered 
Plan  762,  and  Blocks  1  to  12,  inclusive,  Regis¬ 
tered  Plan  961;  Blocks  1,  2,  4,  8,  9,  10,  11,  A, 
B,  C,  D,  E,  and  W,  Registered  Plan  380  of 
Lot  184,  and  all  subdivisions  thereof,  and  the 
owners  of  land  in  the  said  tract  are  incorpo¬ 
rated  into  an  improvement  district  under  the 
“  Water  Act,  1939,”  and  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  thereof  and  to  the  conditions  herein¬ 
after  contained.

5.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first 
election  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens 
who  are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and 
are  entitled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under 
the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners 
of  land  in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  de- 
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!  scribed,  and  the  persons  qualified  to  be  candi¬ 
dates  at  the  said  election  shall  be  the  persons 
qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  their  wives 
A  and  husbands. 

6.  Samuel  M.  Walsh,  of  Balfour,  B.C.,  shall 

I  be  Returning'  Officer  for  the  first  election  of 
Trustees.  He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of 
the  persons  who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to 
vote  and  shall,  at  least  seven  days  before  the 
date  of  the  said  meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous 
place  at  the  post-office  or  other  public  building 
in  the  tract  of  land  hereinbefore  described  a 
notice  signed  by  him  giving  the  date,  time, 
and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The 
Returning  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said 
meeting,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause 
5  he  shall  have  power  to  determine  whether  or 
not  any  person  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified 
to  do  so.  He  shall  have  power  to  determine 
the  procedure  to  be  followed  at  the  said  meet¬ 
ing  and  the  method  of  taking  the  votes.  Each 
qualified  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  cast  one  vote 
for  each  of  three  candidates.  The  Returning 
Officer  shall  declare  the  result  of  the  election 
and  shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of  Water 
Rights  of  the  said  result. 

7.  The  candidate  elected  as  Trustee  for 
whom  the  greatest  number  of  votes  is  cast  at 
the  general  meeting  called  pursuant  to  clause  6 
hereof  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1950,  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  second  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1949,  and  the  candidate  elected  for 
whom  the  third  greatest  number  of  votes  is 
cast  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  general 
meeting  of  1948,  but  should  there  be  nominated 
no  more  than  three  candidates  for  the  office  of 
Trustee,  or  should  any  two  or  more  candidates 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
Returning  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall 
declare  which  of  the  candidates  elected  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next,  the  second,  and  the 
third  succeeding  .  annual  general  meetings  re¬ 
spectively. 

8.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall 
be  held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the 
improvement  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  to  be 
held  between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each 
year  except  1947  for  the  following  purposes: — 
(a.)  To  receive  from  the  Trustees  a  report 
on  condition  of  the  works  and  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
improvement  district: 

( b .)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustees  any  mat¬ 
ter  relating  to  the  works  or  finances  of 
the  improvement  district: 

(c.)  To  fix  the  remuneration  of  the  Trustees 
for  the  ensuing  year: 

(d.)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  suc¬ 
ceed  those  whose  terms  of  office  expire 
coincident  with  the  holding  of  such 
annual  general  meeting,  and  to  elect  a 
Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  other 
vacancy  or  vacancies  that  has  or  have 
occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to  occur 
among  the  Trustees : 

( e .)  To  choose  the  auditor  for  the  ensuing- 
year. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by 
the  Trustees  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  va¬ 
cancy  or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for 
the  purpose  of  discussing  with  the  owners  any 
matter  or  matters  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Trustees  should  be  brought  up  at  a  general 
meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general 
meeting  shall  be  given  by  a  notice  posted  up  in 
a  conspicuous  place  at  the  building  where  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held. 

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  the  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 


every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a 
Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old  or 
older  and  is  an  owner  of  land  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  is  entitled  to  be  registered  as 
a  voter  under  the  “  Provincial  Elections  Act. 
Every  person  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and 
the  wife  or  husband  of  any  such  person  shall 
be  qualified  to  be  a  candidate  for  and  to  hold 
the  office  of  Trustee,  but  no  person  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  or  be  a  candidate  for  Trustee 
or  hold  the  office  of  Trustee  while  there  is 
owing  to  the  improvement  district  in  respect  of 
the  land  held  by  him  or  her  or  by  his  wife  or 
her  husband  any  taxes,  tolls,  or  other  charges 
other  than  those  levied,  fixed,  or  charged  by 
the  Trustees  within  one  year  of  the  date  of 
the  meeting.  In  the  event  of  the  right  of  any 
person  to  vote  at  any  general  meeting  being 
challenged,  the  chairman  shall  have  authority

1.  Unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  in 
these  regulations: — 

“Act”  means  the  “Coloured  Gasoline  Tax 
Act,  1946  ”: 

“  Dealer  ”  means  a  holder  of  a  licence  to  sell 
gasoline  under  the  “  Coal  and  Petroleum 
Products  Control  Board  Act.” 

2.  A  person  who  is  authorized  under  the  Act 
to  colour  gasoline  purple  shall  comply  with 
the  following  provisions  with  respect  to  such 
colouring: — 

(a.)  He  shall  not  use  any  dye  except  “  Purple 
S  ”  dye  or  “  National  Oil  Purple”  dye: 

(b.)  He  shall  obtain  the  dye  from  the  Minis¬ 
ter  or  from  a  source  approved  by  the 
Minister : 

(c.)  In  mixing  gasoline  with  dye,  he  shall 
observe  the  following  proportions : — 

To  45  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  1.5  grams  or  23  grains  or  Ho 
oz.  avoirdupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  100  gallons  (imperial  measure)  of 
gasoline,  3.33  grams  or  46  grains,  plus 
0.33  grams,  or  %)  oz.  avoirdupois,  plus 
0.33  grams,  of  purple  dye: 

To  1,000  gallons  (imperial  measure) 
of  gasoline,  33.3  grams  or  lVie  oz.  avoir¬ 
dupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  10,000  gallons  (imperial  measure) 
of  gasoline,  333  grams  or  11%  oz.  avoir¬ 
dupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  100,000  gallons  (imperial  mea¬ 
sure)  of  gasoline,  3,333  grams  or  7%  lb. 
avoirdupois  of  purple  dye: 

To  1,000,000  gallons  (imperial  mea¬ 
sure)  of  gasoline,  73.3  lb.  avoirdupois 
of  purple  dye: 

( d .)  He  shall  put  the  proper  quantity  of  dye 
into  the  mixing-vessel : 

(e.)  He  shall  take  measures  to  ensure 
thorough  mixing. 

3.  Every  vendor  and  every  dealer  shall,  in 
every  account  and  invoice  in  respect  of  purple 
gasoline  sold  by  him,  designate  the  purple 
gasoline  covered  by  the  account  or  invoice  as 
“  Marked  Gasoline.” 

4.  Every  vendor  who  sells  or  refines  purple 
gasoline  shall  keep  at  his  chief  office  or  place  of 
business  in  the  Province  books  of  account 


covering  his  stocks  and  sales,  with  such  in¬ 
voices  and  such  other  records  of  business  done 
by  him  as  may  be  required  by  the  Minister. 

5.  The  Minister  or  his  duly  accredited  repre¬ 
sentative  may,  at  any  time  within  business 
hours,  enter  and  inspect  the  premises,  ware¬ 
houses,  and  plants  of  every  vendor  or  dealer 
who  sells  or  refines  purple  gasoline,  and  may 
inspect  the  books  of  account,  invoices,  and 
other  records  there  kept. 

6.  Where  a  police  officer  takes  a  sample  of 
gasoline  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section 
15,  he  shall  forthwith  put  it  in  a  bottle,  and  he 
shall  close  the  bottle  by  means  of  a  sealed  stop¬ 
per,  and  he  shall  on  a  label  on  the  bottle  write 
the  date  and  affix  his  signature;  and  if  there 
is  a  person  then  in  charge  of  the  motor-vehicle, 
he  shall  afford  him  the  opportunity  of  affixing 
his  signature  on  the  label. 

7.  Where  the  Government  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  or  the  Government  of  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  or  any  Department  of 
either  of  such  Governments,  or  any  Commis¬ 
sion  or  Board  appointed  by  either  of  such  Gov¬ 
ernments,  purchases  purple  gasoline  for  use  in 
equipment  owned  by  any  of  such  Governments, 
Departments,  Commissions,  or  Boards,  for  any 
of  the  purposes  specified  in  section  10  of  the 
Act,  the  vendor  who  sells  the  purple  gasoline 
may  sell  it  without  collecting  any  tax  under 
the  Act. 

8.  Where  a  dealer  sells  purple  gasoline  to 
the  Government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  or 
to  the  Government  of  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia,  or  to  any  Department  of  either  of 
such  Governments,  or  to  any  Commission  or 
Board  appointed  by  either  of  such  Govern¬ 
ments,  for  use  in  equipment  owned  by  any  such 
Governments,  Departments,  Commissions,  or 
Boards,  he  shall  be  entitled,  if  he  has  paid  any 
tax  imposed  by  virtue  of  the  Act  in  respect  of 
the  gasoline  and  if  he  has  sold  the  gasoline  free 
of  such  tax,  to  a  refund  from  the  Government 
of  the  tax  so  paid. 

9.  These  regulations  shall  be  known  as  the

THE  CORPORATION  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  VICTORIA. 


By-law  No.  3268. 


A  By-law  to  widen  Blanshard  Street  and  to 
expropriate  Land  and  Real  Property  in 
Aid  of  the  Improvement  of  Blanshard 
Street  under  Provisions  of  the  “  Municipal 
Act.” 

mHE  Municipal  Council  of  The  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Victoria  enacts  as  follows: — 
1.  For  the  purpose  of  widening  Blanshard 
Street  at  its  intersection  with  Pembroke  Street, 
the  lands  and  real  property  described  as  all  and 
singular  that  certain  parcel  or  tract  of  land 
situate  in  Section  Three  (3),  Victoria  City,  and 
being  a  part  of  Lot  Nineteen-A  (19-A) /Block 
“  A,”  as  shown  on  Land  Registry  Office  Plan 
Eight  (8),  which  part  may  be  more  particu¬ 
larly  described  as  follows:  “All  that  part  of 
the  said  Lot  19-A  which  lies  east  of  a  line  from 
a  point  on  the  east  boundary  of  the  said  Lot 
19-A,  which  point  is  thirty  and  sixty-five  one- 
hundredths  feet  (30.65')  distant  in  a  northerly 
direction  from  the  south-east  corner  of  said  Lot 
19-A,  to  a  point  on  the  south  boundary  of  the 
said  Lot  19-A,  which  point  is  distant  ten  and 
five  one-hundredths  feet  (10.05')  in  a  westerly 
direction  from  the  south-east  corner  of  said 
Lot  19-A” — said  parcel  said  to  contain  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-four  (154)  square  feet,  more  or 
less,  and  being  shown  coloured  red  on  a  plan 
dated  the  19th  day  of  August,  1946  (a  copy  of 
which  plan  is  attached  hereto) — are  hereby 
expropriated  and  shall  be  entered  upon,  taken, 
and  used. 
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2.  The  said  strip  of  land  described  in  the 
preceding  section  shall  be  taken  and  measured 
from  the  present  street  lines  of  Blanshard 
Street  and  Pembroke  Street  as  shown  upon  the 
official  map  of  the  City  of  Victoria,  and  the  lot 
number  mentioned  in  the  said  paragraph  is  the 
lot  number  as  shown  upon  the  said  official  map. 

3.  The  expropriation  hereby  made  and  the 
widening  of  said  portion  of  Blanshard  Street  is 
in  aid  of  the  improvement  of  Blanshard  Street 
at  the  point  above  described,  and  any  compen¬ 
sation  and  damages  payable  in  respect  thereof, 
and  otherwise  consequent  upon  the  passing  of 
this  by-law,  shall  be  chargeable  to  and  payable 
out  of  general  funds  of  the  municipality. 

4.  Any  real  property  injuriously  affected  by 
the  carrying-out  of  the  work  of  widening  and 
expropriation  therefor  may  be  entered  upon  by 
the  workmen  and  employees  of  the  said  corpo¬ 
ration,  or  of  any  contractor  employed  to  carry 
out  the  works,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
so  to  enter  to  execute  any  works  of  construc¬ 
tion,  maintenance,  or  repair  in  mitigation  of 
injury  done  or  apprehended,  or  in  mitigation 
of  compensation  claimable  by  reason  of  or 
through  the  carrying-out  of  the  works  hereby 
authorized. 

5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  as  “  Blanshard 
Street  (at  Pembroke  Street)  Expropriation 
By-law,  1947.”

PRIVATE  BILLS. 


Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur- 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing- 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 


made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this,  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Biil  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : — 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

\b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which'  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  undei’lined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7V2  inches.  There  shall  be"  a  marginal

number  evei'y  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies  of 
each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  immediately  before  the  first  reading. 
If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private 
Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be 
reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.
